Bank of the United States. 

In a late judicial decision it appears to 
be the opinion of Judge Washington, that 
the Bank of the United States, in certvin 
cases, has no right to refuse the pay ment 
of notes cut i» two, though beth parts 
should not be produced, Cutting a b nk 
note into two parts (says the Judge,) docs 
not discharge the Bank from the cebt of 
which the note was but the evidence ; nor 
does it even impair the evidence itself. if, 
by uniting the parts, the contents of the 
entire note can be made out. If one of the 
parts should be lost, or destroyed, tie debs 
would be no more affected, than if the en 
* had been lost or destroyed. ‘ihe 
evidence is impaired indeed, not Ly the 
actof cutting the notc, but by the same ac 
cident which would have affected the ene 
tire note had that been lost. In both cases 
the owner must resort to secondary evi- 
dence, and is Lound to rove that the note 
gid ance exist, that it is lost or destiayed, 
and that he is the true end bonahde owner 
of the debt. Ifone part only of the note 
be lost, the difficulty which the real owner 
of it bas to encounter, in proving his right 
to the debt, is diminished.” 

The Secretary of the Treasury reports 
to the House of Representatives, in answer 
to Mr. Darlington’s call for infern ation,

IMisceliancous. 


LATE FROM CANTON, 

The ship Adonis, Captain. Brumley, has arrived 
at New-Yurk from Canton, afier the remarkably 
short passage of 106 days. The Adonis has been 
absent less than ten munths, and had not been 
beard of since her departure. Capt. B. has furnish. 
gd the following mtelligence :— 

About the latter part of September, a seaman 
belonging to the ship Emily, Copeland, of  Balti- 
more, was accused of having killed » Chinese wo- 
man, ‘he Mandarins immédiately demanded the 
man, in order to punish hie for the altedged mur- 
der, but Capt. Copeland, not being satisfied res. 
pecting his guilt, dectined giving him up. After 
considerable negociations between Mr. Wilcocks, 
our consul, jomed by the American residents, cap- 
tams, and supercargees, and the Chinese authori- 
tics, during which the Americans evinced a deter- 
Mination not to give up the seaman without having 
his guilt proved, and many threats were thrown 
out on the other side of stopping the trade, avd 
other coercive measures—it was at last ayreed that 
the man should be tried for the offence on board 
the Emily; it was also agreed that the evidence of 
the white men should be adoutied as well as the 
Chinese.—These concessions, on the part of the 
Chinese, when compared with their former conduct 
on sunilar occasions, wherem the Engtish were 
concerned, was considered at Canton as a proof of 
their favourable sentiments towards the Americans. 
However, if the man should be touod guiity, and 
then not be given up to be punished according to 
their laws, an immediate stoppage of all trade and 
intercourse, will no doubt take place.
